Atlanta's 
opens today. 

The doors of the big Auditorium- 
Armory will swing open at 2:30 o’clock 
this afternoon, and the public will be 
admitted to Atlanta's second auto 
show—this one promoted and carried 
through by the city itself, without as- 
sistance from outside parties. 

The really wonderful electrical light- 
ing system, which will prove one of the 
distinct features of the show, was com- 
pleted yesterday afternoon, and quite 
a@ number of cars had been installed 
when the building was closed for the 
night. It will not be until just before 
the show is actually opened, however, 
that the majority of the exhibits will 
be in shape for inspection. 

Work Progressing Rapidly. 

The work of installing the exhibits 
is progressing with encouraging rapid- 
ity, while the lighting system and the 
gorgeous decorations of the whole 
lower floor of the building are prov- 
ing a revelation to even those who 
expected them to outdo those of the 
former show. 

It is estimated that the electric lights 
Will equal more than 60,000 candle pow- 
er, and that it will cost approximately 
$100 per day to keep them burning. 
The light was turned on several times 
on Friday for the purpose of getting 
the effect in particular parts of the 
ha)l. - 

There will be upwards of fifty dif- 
ferent makes of cars on exhibit at the 
show, representing half that number of 
local agencies. In addition there will 
be any number of every conceivable 
kind of automobile accessory on exhi- 
bition, upwards: of a score of the local 
accessory agents having decided that 
this show is a most excellent place to 
get their wares before the auto public. 

In size and cost the exhibits will 
range from me@torcycles, costing a 
couple of hundreds, to eight-passenger 
touring cars and luxurious limousines 
running up well into the “four figurea’ 
class. 

Ceneert Today. 

One of the distinct features of the 
show will be the concert given this 
afternoon by “The Kilties,” Canada's 
greatest concert band.

Mr. Bryan trod on the toes of the 
democratic members of the committee 
when he recently declared that the

he meant, notwithstanding the fact 
that the Bryan adherents in the Cau- 
cus Wednesday night offered a reso- 
lution which wag adopted, expressing 
confidence in the integrity of their 
colleagues on that committee. 

Bryan Must Explain. 

“The committee is ¢» unit,” said Rep- 
resentative Pujo, chairman of the bank- 
ing and currency committee today, “in 
the decision that Mr. Bryan must ex- 
Plain to us correctly what he meant.”’ 

This is what Mr. Bryan is cred.t d 
with saying about the committee, con- 
cerning which the democratic members 
wish to question him: 

“Democrats beware! The money trust, 
having failed in its effort to prevent 
an investigation is now trying to 
force an investigation by the banking 
committee. The fact that the money 
trust wants that committee entrusted 
with the investigation is proof posi- 
tive that it can contro] that commit- 
tee,” 

Pujo’s Resolution. 

In marked contrast to the proposals 
made by Representative, Henry, of 
Texas, chairman of the rules commit- 
tee, for an investigation of the “money 
trust’’ was a resolution introduced to- 
day by Representative Pujo, eliminat- 
ing all specific reference to the 
“money trust.”” The Pujo resolution 
was approved by the majority of the 
memberg of the committee, to which 
the democratic caucus referred most 
of the inquiry. Representative Vree- 
land, ranking republican member of 
the committee, first ingffectually at- 
tempted to have the republican mem- 
bers invited into the committee meet- 
ing. 

The Pujo banking and currency com- 
mittee resolution was referred to the 
rules committee. It sets forth that 
the “committee is desirous of securing 
full and complete information regard- 
ing the banking and currency condi- 
tions of the country, for the purpose 
of determining what legislation is 
needed,” and authorizes it to sit as a 
whole or by sub-committee during the 
sessions or recess of congress and to 
compel the attendance of witnesses. 

No Reference to “Trust.” 

There are no specific references in 
the resolution to control of money by 
financial groups and their domination 
of railroads, industrial corporations, 
national banks and the Ntw York 
stock exchange and clearing house, 
such as contained in the Henry. reso- 
lution, refused by the Caucus, 

“This resolution has been introduced 
by me upon my own responsibility 
and reflects only my personal views,” 
said Representative Pujo, after’ the 
conference of the democrats. 

“There has been much loose talk by 
uninformed persons about monopolis- 
tic control of financial conditions in 
this country. Should such conditions 
exist, no doubt, legislation along prop- 
er lines will not only be recommended 
by the committee on banking and cur- 
rency, but will be enacted by § the 
‘house. TM. monetary system of this 
country, in my judgment, is a scien- 
tific and not a political question. It 
should be investigated and carried 
along those lines.” 


J.C. CARLYON 
IS FREED ON BAIL 


Believed Case Will Be Dropped. 
Fiancee’s Faith in Former 
Atlantan Unshaken. 


February 9.—(Sp.cial.) 
That James Clifford Carlyon, of At- 
lanta, will never be tried upon the 
charge for which he was arrested yes- 
terday just as he was preparing to 
leave the Hotel DeSoto for a carnival 
ball, was the opinion freely. expressed 
today. Carlyon, who is charged with 
passing bogus checks upon several lo- 
cal merchants and others, spent last 
night in the city prison. Today he 
was arraigned and pleaded not guilty. 
Shortly afterwards he was released 
upon bail. 

The prominent young society woman 
to whom his engagement was announc- 
ed Wednesday, did not figure in the 
proceedings at all today. It is re- 
marked, however, that her faith in 
Carlyon is unshaken, and that the 
Carlyon-LaPlace nuptials will take 
place as originally scheduled. 

The only statement that the young 
man made today was a reiteration of 
his former assertion that the arrest 
was a mistake. The LaPlace family 
is both rich and influential, and it is 
hinted that there will be no lack of 
funds should Carlyon desire to fight 
theecharge against him, aithough the 
view generally taken is that the 
checks given, if found to be spurious, 
will be made good, and that Carlyon 
will ‘be allowed to go his way. The 
arrest has created a big sensation in 
society circles here, where Carlyon has 
a great many friends.

WIDE TODAY BRYAN TO EXPLAIN 


LORIMER HEARING 


10,000 Pages of Testimony 
Taken in Exhaustive Probe 


Stenographers’ Fees $15,000. 
Attorney for Lorimer Files 
Brief That Senator’s Election 
Has Already Been Legalized 
by Previous Adjudication. 


Washington, February 9.—Public 
hearing in the second senatorial ine 
vestigation into the election of Sena- 
tor Lorimer were declared closed today 
by Chairman Dillingham, of the senate 
Lorimer committee. Attorney Hanecy, 
representing Senator Lorimer, was giv- 
en permission to file a brief to the ef- 
fect that the senator’s election had 
been adjudicated before the present in- 
vestigation began and therefore that 
it could not be the subject of a second 
investigation. 

The inquiry has proved to Be one 
of the most exhaustive ever made hy 
@ congressional committee. In the 
eight months’ heajing about 10,000 
pages of printed testimony were taken, 
constituting about 5,000,000 words. 1® 
is estimated that the stenographers’ 
fees alone reached $15,000. 


a veritable love feast. The attorneys 
explained that they had never intended 
really to display temper and the com- 
mittee added that it had not enter- 
tained like intentions. M. W. Blum- 
enberg, the official stenographer, who 
was discharged for his conduct before 
the committee Saturday night, wrote 
a letter of profuse apology, which was 
read into the record. 
Hines Makes Denial. 

Edward Hines was the last witness 
called. He denied he had attempted to 
bribe Miss Helen Seavers, a local] tel- 
egraph operator, to see a message a 
private detective in the case had just 
sent. After his testimony the commit- 
tee decided at an executive session not 
to inquire further into an alleged com- 
bination against Senator Lorimer, as 
a result of the Chicago river improve- 
ment or other matters which the com- 
mittee deemed, after hearing witnesses’ 
did not bear upon the issue. 

The early hours of today’s session 
were marked by tests of the ability of 
J. E. Sheridan, of a detective agency, 
to make a shorthand report of a con- 
versation, such as he swore he made 
when Charles McGowan was alleged to 
have admitted receiving money for 
“perjuring” himself before the com- 
mittee. 

The senate Lorimer 
today put J. E. Sheridan, the de- 
tective-stenographer, who has  fig- 
ured in charges of alleged per- 
jury against Charles McGowan, a 
Hines-Lorimer witness, to atest 6f 
his ability to record .conversations 
over an electrical apparatus while 
concealed from the spectators. 

Two committee stenographers took 
notes with Sheridan and the test end- 
ed in a wrangle. The Lorimer law- 
yers maintained that Sheridan “had 
not made good.” 

Representatives of the other side 
declared he “had done as well as could 
be expected.” 

Edward Hines today dented abso- 
lutely before the senate committee 
that he had tried to bribe Miss Helen 
Seavers, telegraph operator in a local 
hotel, to show him a message Detec- 
tive Bailey had sent H. B, Kerr, 

All the witnesses who have been 
summoned so far in the Lorimer in- 
vestigation have been heard. Unless 
the committee decides at an executive 
session to call others the taking of 
testimony is closed. The present in- 
vestigation has been in progress 
eight months. 

Late tonight Hines gave out a state- 
ment, in which he rehearsed the testi- 
mony taken in the lengthy hearing, 
and declared that he and Senator Lor- 
itrer were victims of a conspiracy. 

“Not one line of competent testi- 
mony,” the statement declared, “has 
been given to prove that I committed 
a dishonest or unfair act with intent 
to secure the election of Senator Lori- 
mer.” 

Members of the committee tonight 
declined to predict when they would 
be prepared to submit a report to the 
senate.

ITALIANS REFUSE TO 
ENTER PEACE UNION 


Rome, February 9.—The meeting of 
the Interparliamentary Peace Union, 
which is to be held tomorrow at Brus- 
sels, is regarded here as highly im- 
portant owing to decision of the mem- 
bers of the Italian group not to par- 
ticipate and, indeed, to sever thelr 
connection with the union if the meet- 
ing insists on discussing and con- 
demning the action of the Italian 
government in the conflict with Tur- 
key. 

The Italians wish the peace 
tomorrow to acknowledge that those 
delegates who in one way or another 
at the sitting of the union in October, 
1911, or later, entered into a discussion 
of the merits of the war between 
Italy and Turkey, exceeded the object 
of the union. They point out thatsthe 
union has never intervened on former 
occasions. 

Unless the peace union agrees that

HOUSE VOTES TO 
REDUCE CAVALRY 


Five Regiments Wiped Out by 


Amendiment to the Army 
Appropriation Bill. ; 


Washington, February 9.—A reduc- 
ion of the cavalry force of the United 
States army from fifteen to ten regi- 
ments, with a consequent reduction of 
the enlisted force of the army by 
3,980 men, was voted into the army 
appropriation bill in the house late 
today after a bitter fight. 

The cavalry reduction amendment 
of 
the military affairs committee, who 
was in charge of the $88,000,000 ap- 
propriation bills, Qut it did not bear 
the indorsement of the committee. It 
Was vigorously opposed by the re- 
publican side of the house and it will 
probably be the cause of another fight 
when the bill is put upon its final 
passage. 

Mr. Hay declared the United States 
army wads top heavy with cavalry. 
Where, the British army had a cavalry 
force equal to one-sixth of the in- 
Was equal to one-half the 
strength. 

The Hay amendment, as adopted to- 
day, would establish a maximum of 
ten regiments of cavalry. The. enlist- 
ed men in the five regiments thus 
to Le drepped vould pe mustereg out, 
but the officers wcuid be'*retained and 
absorbed into other regiments of caval- 
ry, orinto other branches of the army, 
without reduction of grade..It was 
estimated by Chairman . y that the 
immediate saving from the reduction 
in cavalry force woulg be $4,3: 0,253. 

Representatives Prince, of Illinois; 
Kahn, of California: Butler, of Penn- 
sylvania; Anthony, of Kansas, and 
other republicans attacked the Hay 
amendment in the strongest terms. 
They declared if any change in the 
proportion of cavalry was to be made, 
it‘ should come only after the army 
authorities had reported a. compre- 
hensive scheme of reorganization. 
The present strength of the army 
thirty regiments. of infantry and 
fifteen regiments of cavalry. 

The Hay amendment, if retained in 
the final draft of the army appropria- 
tion bill, would’ become effegtive July 
1, 1912. 

Increased appropriati®ns for army 
aeroplanes was declared to be the 
most important action congress could 
take to improve the efficiency of the 
army by Republican Leader Mann in 
the. house today. Mr. Mann declared 
the United States was. behind other 
nations in the use of the aeroplane for 
war purposes. -The republican mem- 
be¥S made an effort to increase the’ 
$75,000 for aeroplanes carried by the 
bill- to $125,000, but the amendment 
was defeatéd 102 to 76. Chairman 
Hay, of the military affairs commii-; 
tee, declared the bill carried all that 
had ‘been asked for by the var depart- 
ment. Mr.. Hay said the army has 
seven aeroplanes |and wanted a fleet 
of twenty, which weuld be provided.

Mexican Troops Ask Permission 
to Cross Through El Paso, 


Residents of City Fear Battle 
at Juarez and Request Gov. 
Colquitt Not to Allow Pass- 


age— Much Activity Near 
Chihuahua. 


Ww sbdtinten, February 9.—Diplomatie 
complications arose today betwéen the 
state of Texas and the United States 
government on the one hand and the 
Mexican gdvernment on the other, 
which, temporarily at least, will not al- 
low Mexico to move any troops over 
American territory-in connection with 
her revolutionary disturbances. 


Secretary of State Knox tonight made - 


further inquiry from Mexico through 
the American embassy at Mexico City 
asking -the specific purpose of a 
military expedition for which permis- 
sion is sought to travel from Eagle 
Pass, Texas, to-El Paso, Texas, in order 
that points in northern Mexico may be 
reached to which the rebels have cut 
internal railroad communication 
El Paso Apprehensive. \ 

Governor Colquitt, of Texas, pointed 
out to the state department in his mes- 
sages today that residents of E] Pase 
were apprehensive that rebels at 
Juarez, Mexico, might resist the entry 
of Mexican troops from American ter¢ 
ritory and precipitate a battle endan¢ 
gering American lives and property, 
Secretary Knox assured Governor Col- 
quitt that 
granted until the matter had been 
carefully studied, and indications to- 
night were that it would be adjusted in 
a leisurely diplomatic manner. Advices 
reached here that no troops had start 
proposed expedition, and 
none waQquld do so until the question 
had been decided. 

Arrangements Completed.

Tt 
was fndicated that, while the rebels . 
might not object to a regarrisoning of 
Juarez, thus avoiding foreign compli- 
cations, they might offer armed resist- 
ance to a movement aimed generally 2t 
the trouble zone. 


El Paso; Texas, February 9%.—~Mes- 
sages received tonight by Juarez offi- 
cials confirm reports of the demand 
by Vasquestas for the surrender of 
Ojinaga and the refusal of General 
de la Luz Sanchez, garrison command- 
er. Coyame, a small town west of 
Ojinaga, -is reported in possession of 
the Vasquestas.

(By Hon. Lemuel P. Pacgett, of Ten- 
nessee, in Norman E. Mack's Na- 
tional Monthly.) 

The fact that our navy is not ade- 
quate and is not efficient, resuits from 
the short-sighted policy, for years fol- 
lowed by republican administrations, 
of seeking to make the navy spectac- 
ular rather than practical; of making 
it top-heavy rather than effective, 
of building battleships ratner than 
co-operative “naval units,’ to use the 
term which is common in naval par- 
lance.

With the president 
definitelv declaring that “death only” can keep him from the nomi- 
nation, aid determinedly lining up his friends for the fight, it is not 
likely that even a republican tidal wave to Roosevelt would suffi- 
ciently solidify the party to make it a battling unit in the national 
election. *

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‘HONOR CURE” FOR MOONSHINERS. 


ederal Judge Sheppard, of Florida, who has been presiding in 
Valdosta at the United States court for the southwestern division 
of the southern circuit, has followed the policies adopted by Judge 
\. T. Newman and Judge Emory Speer, and other judges in the 
southern states, and applied the “honor cure” to the Georgia moon- 
shiner. After a kindly lecture to two first offenders who recently 
came before him, he let one off with a fine of one cent, and the other 
with a fine of one dollar. The judge was led to pursue this course 
by the fact that both men bore good characters in their respective 
communities, and there were indications that their lapses were only 
temporary. 

As a matter of fact, it is probable that the leniency generally 
exhibited by federal judges on southern circuits toward this class 
of law-breakers. has almost as much to do with discouraging illicit 
distilling as the vigilance of thesrevenue force. The power exercised 
by Judge Sheppard, and in many cases by Judges Newman and 
Speer, can, of course, be abused. But the men who «sit for any 
length of. time upon the federal benches in this jurisdiction soon 
learn to distinguish between the offender who has fallen from sheer 
weakness and who is likely never to repeat his crime, and the incor- 
rigible, who needs to be dealt with to the extent of the law.

I WILSON TALKS 


ON DEMOCRACY 


Before Kentucky Legislature 
He Proposes Remedy for Big 


Business Irregularities. 


rankfort, Wy., February 9 —W ood- 
row Wilson expanded his views of 
democracy to the Kentucky Jegisla- 
ture late this ‘afternoon, giving what 
he termed “a straight .democratic 
talk.""- He gave his definition of “in- 
surgency,” said representative rule 
was a “system of trusteeship” and 
gave his ideas of the remedy for al- 
leged irregularities of “big business.” 

Tonight he spoke at a banqu 
Siven by the Woodrow Wilson League 
of Kentucky at a local hotel. 

Early in his speech before the legis- 
lature Mr. Wilson brought out his 
idea of “a system of trusteeship,” 
which he said. grew out of the power 
wielded by the big business interests 
in the political world by “men who 
coulq not see farther than across the 
directors’ table.” 

Charging representative office- 
holders were guided by t..ese men, he 
said government virtually resolved 
itself into a trusteeship. 

“These men consider themselves 
fuardians of the country.” he said. 
“They do not believe judgment of the 
people is sound, hence the guardian- 
ship. At times it is necessary in fur- 
thering these interests to promote ar- 
tificial prosperity or its reverse. We 
should not be afraid of threats of the 
reverse, but combat them with facts 
gained only by as sensitive a Know!- 
edge of business as these men have 
themselves. 

“Privilege—this ghost has captured 
business in this country. No business 
is free and the whole situation shows 
an artificial advantage. Business men 
are afraid to talk, and this tremor 
clutching business is proof of the grip 
of privilege anq fear of it. 

“Our laws of twenty years ago do 
not fit conditions as they are today. 
We stand in the presence of a new or- 
der of things. Formerly the people 
were against a change, but now they 
know it is necessary.” 

Mr. Wilson said he would not at- 
tempt to revolutionize the entire busi- 
ness fabric at one upheaval, but wou'd 
try to “clear the channel,” give big 
business 
just themselvés on the theory that big 
business with privilege is bad, but 
big business properly operated is 
good. 

Mr. Wilson barely toucheg upon the 
tariff, and that was when defining 
“insurgents.”" He said it was “vagy 
difficult to see the difference between 
their position and ours,” except on the 
question of protective tariff. “aney 
have swung around and around until 
their. principles are ours with the ex-

BREAKS IN CULEBRA CUT; 
TO RESUME EXCAVATION 


Washington, February 9.—During 
the present dry season on the Isthmus 
of Panama the canal forces will resume 
work on the Culebra slide. Excavation 
will be continued from the top of the 
bank as by this means it is intended to 
lessen the weight of the mass that 
shows signs of having Lroken away 
from the main hill. This will have the 
effect of minimizing the tendency of 
the earth to move of its own weight 
into the prism of the canal. The area 
to be excavated is about four acres. 

There are numerous cracks in the 
earth in the Culebra vicinity accord- 
Ing to the Canal Record, the typical 
opening being from six inches to a foot 
wide with a depth that can only be con- 
jectured. It is apparent according to 
The Record that the “toe” of the hill 
has broken away from the main mass. 

It is ¢stimated that the total amount 
of material removed from the slides on 
the west bank at Culebra is 4,769,957 
cubic vards and that there still remains 
Within the area 2,335,905 cubic yards, 
most of which may require removing. 
In all the slides in Culebra cut there 
remains to be excavated about 3,696,000 
cubic yards or about one fourth of the 
total remaining excavation for the cut.

The large 3-story electrical building 
Upon en-

audience was greeted on the first floor 
by the generating plant, sparkling and 
flaming ares and inventions, and a 
well-distributed array of appliances 
new to the electrical world. 

The second floor was taken up by 
exhibits of all character. X-ray booths, 
demonstration rooms, display counters 
and effects, and far down at one end 
of the hall, the smell of cooking issued 
forth from the large dining room, 
where dainty foodstuffs were served 
by student cooks, who prepared the 
meals on electrical cooking machines. 

Upon every turn the audience was 
greetd with something that mystified 


be an induction coil, jumping a spark 
severa] inches in a dazzling streak of 
flame. Over there was a mercury arc, 
enveloping a blaze of as many hues as 
the rainbow, while near at hand was a 
Tesla coll. 

To the uninitiated it was a visit toa 
house of magic. To the electrical ex- 
pert, it was a trip to a home of genltus, 
where youthful inventiveness reigned 
supreme. 

The show ig given by the senior 
class, composed of twenty-eight stu- 
dents. The work was supervised by 
Professor H. P. Wood, dean of the 
electrical department. Its m:nagers 
were D. W. Harris, general m aager; 
W, H. Lamar, treasurer; E. H. Hubert 
and R. D. Conacher, advertising man- 
agers, and W. A. Smith, chief engineer. 

Two hundred and fifty dollars was 
realized from the receipts. The ex- 
penses amounted to $25. The money 
will be used to secure additional im- 
provements for the school plant. 


Wireless Outfit Shown. 


A feature of the show was a wireless 
outfit constructed and installed by W. 
C. Ethredge, of the freshman class. 
This machine was rigged‘upon a long 
table, and persons were freely allowed 
to opefFate either the receiving or send- 
ing instruments. 

Another attractive feature, probably 
one of the most beautiful in the entire 
display, was the intricate Tesla coil, 
constructed by W. C. Adamson, of the 
senior class, 

The X-ray also claimed much atten- 
tion. Two of these machines were in- 
stalled in the show, and each was kept 
busy throughout the evening. It Was 
the first time that most of those in at- 
tendance had ever seen such an Instru- 
ment, and its popularity vied with any 
other display in the building. 

An appliance, which created consid- 
erable wonder was “The Aztec Sun.” 
invented and constructed by Herman 
Novoa, a Mexican student of the class 
of 1910. This instrument was a large 
disc, with hundreds of splotches of va- 
rious colors, and was operated by a 
motor, driving it at a high speed. Di- 
rectly facing it was a dazzling arc 
lamp, to reflect its rays to the center 
of the disc. When in motion, the 
wheel appeared to be moving in every 
direction, while in the center there 
was a snake-like circle of black. 
Young Novoa has applied for a patent 
for his invention, and will use it for 
advertising purposes. 


Other Machines Shown. 


Machines for molding metal in water 
were operated by students; ice manu- 
facturing machines, built by the senior 
class, and demonstrated by its build- 
ers; light distributing methods, con- 
trived and operated by students; ap- 
paratus of all kinds. and machinery of 
every character, constructed by mem- 
bers of the class of ‘11, were on dis- 
play. 

The immense amount of current used 
Was generated by the school’s own 
plant, built and installed by students. 
Every exhibit belonging to the elec- 
trical school was constructed by its 
members,
